“The peculiar atmospheric conditions,” 
Said Dr. Frankenfield, “have produced se- 
vere storms in various parts of the affected 
region. Among the worst of these were the 
rain and windstorm in Southern Ilinols 
Thursday night and the wind, rain and 
hailstorm at Chicago Thursday afternoon. 
We have had, as is usual when we have 
thunderstorms, a good deal of wind, that 
of Friday morning being the worst. It 
blew 35 miles an hour about 6 o’clock. 

“The peculiar cloud effects since the 
change came have been cause for remark. 
Those Thursday evening were especially re- 
markable. The clouds were banked in ir- 
regular corrugations in ethe north and 
northwest, and were shaded from the dark- 
est gray to the lightest silver. They were 
caused by what we call technically an in- 
verted teanperature—that is, the gradations 
of temperature were not regular, and in- 
stead of being cool above, as is usually the 
case, there were warm currents above the 
cool ones.”’

His experience in the battle of which 
he writes shows that the heroic strain has 
not run out in this generation. The letter 
follows: 
CAMP SAN JUAN, SANTIAGO, CUBA, 
July 4, 1808. 

MyaDariing Mamma—Well, I am still alive, 
but thik we went through the hottest battle in 
history. The firing started at 10 o'clock on the 
ist and we were under steady fire until 12 yes- 
terday. We were in. underbrush about half a 
mile from the Spaniards, who were ltatrenched 
on a hill with goodness knows how many men, 
and the shot hailed into our lines worse than 
any hailstorm when we charged them and dis- 
lodged them, and, not praising myself, I was 
one of the first up to the fort.

Mr. Place returned to hts home on the 
night of Feb. 7 last and was surprised to 
find the house in total darkness. He applied 
his latch key to the door and entered the 
hall. As he did so he saw a vague figure 
approach him from the foot of the stair- 
way leuding to the second story. He was 
about to speak when he was stopped by a 
biow on the head from an ax The ax 
blade glanced and his skr'l was thus saved 
from being tractured. He raised his hands 
to shield his head and staggered toward 
the door he had just entered. His agsaii- 
ant followed and etruck him three more 
biows with the murderous ax. One of these 
almos+ cut off the fingers of his left hand, 
another again glanced from his skull and 
the last made a horrible gash in his shoul- 
der. 

Hiis cries meanwhile aroused the neigh- 
bors, and he fell tneonscious at the bot- 
tom of the front steps. Those who had come 
to his assistance saw the door shut and 
heard the bolts slip back into their places. 
Then slience reigned in the dark house. 

Mr, Place wes carried in an ambulance to 
a hospital, where he hovered for weeks on 
the verge of death, Then he began slowly 
to recover, and wae finally discharged from 
the hospital, the mere wreck of @ man. The 
pnysicians all say that sooner or later the 
terrible blows rained on him that night will 
cause his death. 

What flend’s work was this? The police 
were notified and quickly demanded an ad- 
mittance to the Place home,’ but recelved no 
response. Then they burst the door from its 
hinges and went in. Pools of blood were upon 
the floor, but otherwise the lower part of 
the house was tn the usual good order. In 
one of the upper rooms the blood-stained ax 
was found, where it had been dropped by the 
assailant. In another room on the eecond 
floor Mrs. Place was found lying on the 
floor, her head wrapped in a blanket. The 
gas in the room had been turned on full 
flow, but the woman had not inhaled suf- 
ficient of it to account for the insenstbility 
which she assumed. The police knew she 
was shamming, but try as they would they 
could not get a word or sign from her. 
Further search discovered another and 
greater crime. In a room adjoining the one 
in which Mrs. Place was found was the 
body of Ida. One glance wae eufficient to 
reveal the terrible fate of the girl. She had 
firat been blinded by a dash of acid that 
had destroyed her eyes and scarred her 
pretty face, and then, as she writhed in 
agony, her aseatlant had gripped her throat 
and slowly choked her life out. 

Ac'd staine upon Mrs. Place’s fingers and 


of life and vitality and sunshine, she was 
welcome in every home but her own. 
Knowing her stepmother had conceived a 
disliking for her, she had offered to go else- 
where to live, but to this her father would 
not listen. It was this decision on his part 
that decided his wife to commit the mur- 
ders. 

Following her arrest Mrs. Place spent her 
life in the Raymond Street Jail, apparently 
unconscious of the terrible pos.tion she oc- 
cupied. She planned her life after her ac- 
quittal, declaring it should be devoted to 
works of philanthropy. She expressed de- 
light when told her husband would recover, 
but would mention her stepdaughter only to 
declare her dislike for the girl. When she 
was finally placed on trial an entire change 
in her defense was made. She admitted the 
assault upon her husband, but denied all 
knowledge of the incidents connected with 
the death of Ida. 

Naturaliy it was difficult to secure a 
competent jury to try the case. Nineteen 
out of every twenty men called to the jury 
box deciared their opposition to capital 
punishment for women. But when 12 men 
had finally been secured the evidence was 
so Dlain that only one verdict was possible, 

Mrs. Piace heard the  often-repeated 
stories of her terrible crime without flinch- 
ing. When her husband, broken in health 
and spirit, took the stand to give his evi- 
dence she cast a pitying smiie upon him 
and ther seemed to dismiss him from her 
mind. The blood-stained ax was an article 
of curiosity to her. When ‘tthe prosecution 
had brought into the courtroom a life-sized 
doll. dressed in the clothes worn by Ida 
Place at the hour of her murder, the wom- 
an looked at the picture without a shudder, 
and even pointed out to an attendant that 
some of the lingerie had been improperly ar- 
ranged, But at no time did she give ‘sign 
that she had the least interest. except as a 
spectator. in what was going on. 

The verdict of the jury was received by 
the defendant with a sneer. But from ,the 
moment it had been rendered there seemed 
to come to her gradually a realization that 
it was her life that was at stake and that 
unless the unexpected happened she would 
be called upon to pay the final forfeit. 
When she was brought into court to face 
Judge Hurd for sentence it was seen that a 
great change had come over her. The 
hard defiance had left her and she stood 
before the court filled with fear and de- 
spair Even then she showed no repent- 
ance. There was no sorrow because of the 
life she had sacrificed. There was a wild 
fear for her own life. The awful words

Its practical branch is telegraphy, and 
on this all its other features depend. 

On the second floor of the War Depart- 
ment at Washington Is the central station 
for the dispatch and the receipt of official 
war messages. 

From that station run wires which form 
connections with every militory post and 
signal station on the Artlantic and Gulf 
Coasts, and to the headquarters of army 
and naval commanders. 

By a system of loops the instruments in 
the War Department can be placed in 
communication with any part of the world

Had Declared He Would Not Leave the 
Disgrace of Dying in a City 
Institution as a Con- 
vict. 


In the midst of a blinding rainstorm, 
about 4 o'clock Saturday morning, Leonard 
Hudson, alias Harry Livingstone, slowly 
dying from spinal disease escaped from 
the incurable ward at City Hospital. 

Hudson wae removed to the hospital from 
the Workhouse a few weeks ago. He was 
eerving a term of #ix months for snatching 
a pocketbook from a woman on Franklin 
avenue. He was ill at the time of his ar- 
rest and a few weeks in the Workhouse so 
aggravated his ailment that removal to the 
hospital was necessary. Dr. Sutter and 
other physicians pronounced the case in- 
curable and Hudson, himself, declared that 
he realized he was verge of the 
grave. In a@ddition to his spina! (rouble he 
had a complication of other diseases that 
made a hopeless case. 

When Hudron was first registered at the 
hospital he was locked in the cellhouse, but 
the doctors saw at a glance that his pitia- 
ble condition demanded better treatment, 
and he was removed to the tncurable ward, 
where he was given humane attention, 

So serious was Hudeon's condition that 
the ordinary foot strap was omitted. Hud- 
eon frequentiy talked of (ve disgrace of dy- 
ing in bondage, but no f-the hospital au- 
thorities ever thoug.it he would contemplate

parey night rounder to shelter. The blind- 
ng sheets of rain were illumined by flerce 
lightning, while thunder rolled like the re- 
verberation of cannon. It was a desperate 
risk, but Hudson took the chances, keeping 
his own counsel so well that no one knows 
where to look for hm. 

How aman in Hudson's condition could 
escape even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances is a mystery. And how he

None of the hospital doctors believe that 
Hudson could have escaped without help, 
and it is suspected he may have been lifted 
over the high walls by convalescent pa- 
tients. 

“You can bribe some of the patients with 
a chew of tobacco,”’ said Dr. Sutter. “Mind 
you,”’ the doctor continued, “I do not say 
all. but some of them. One thing is cer- 
tain, Hudeon cannot get very far away. 
The exertion incident to escape is liable to 
cause him to drop dead.”’ 

Hudson's original home was in Buffalo, 
N. Y., but several years Oo his relatives 
removed to —Stoage. He has a brother, 
Getrge Hudson, who is said to be a promi- 
nent Chicago business man, and all of his 
relatives are highly reepectable.

APPEAL FOR IMPOUNDED 
DOGS. 


THEY ARE TREATED CRUELLY. 


Municipal Assembly Has Reduced the 
Appropriation and Cruelties 
May increase. 


The Golden Chain Society has undertaken 
a crusade which will be a hard one to carry 
through, because of the biased view taken 
of it by the Municipal Assembly and most 
of the officials directly interested. 

The society has already gained one point 
in securing the interest of the Mayor, who 
is Kind-hearted and would not willingly see 
any anima) suffer. 

The project of the Golden Chain Soctety 
is to obtain a more civilized and humane 
made of catching stray dogs and caring for 
them after they have been caught. 

In their efforts to economize on certain 
items of expense so as to apply more money 
to others the Assembiy cut the fund for 
catching and killing doga tO a small sum. 

it never occurred to them that if the law 
Was proper.y enforced and the work done 
in @ business-like manner the increase in 
revenue for dog. licenses would more than 
pay the difference. If every dog owner felt 
sure that his dog would be caught and im- 
pounded if the jicense tag was not on his 
dog's collar the license revenue would be 
many times multiplied. 

The city fathers did not think of this and 
cut the allowance down so that the City 
Marshal has to use the cheapest modes he 
knows. 

the way dogs are caught in St. Louis is 
Simpie and barbarous, Three or four young 
Tm. gO out on a box-like wagon, amed 
wit copper wire running nooses. They 
lassv the dog and choke him almost to 
death, toss him into the wagon. slam the 
cover and drive on, looking out for the next 


og. 

Each newe accession to the collection In 
the collection in the wagon ts ian mediately 
attacked by all those already there, and 
sometimes there are half a dozen dead dogs 
in the wagon when it reaches the pound. 
Once there they are put into a close, hot 
room together and left for a certain time. 
Then the only ventilation is shut off and 
the charcoal fumes turned on and the dogs 
killed. This method does not always pre- 
valli, When the size of the collection 
not warrant the trouble the dogs 
knocked in the head with a club. 

These methods are known to the Golden 
Chain Humane Society, and an effort will 
be made to modify them. 

Mrs. Octavia Polk Hrooks called on the 
Mayor and told him what the trouble was. 
He sald he would do what he could and for 
her to write him a letter giving a statement 
of what she knew to be the conditions.
